The state traffic bulletin for 
this week continued to route 
traffic from Cincinnati to In ­ 
dianap olis over state road 44 and 
through Connersville to Rush­ 
vilie as a detour around the 18£ 
miles of p aving now under con­ 
struction in state road 52.

Columbus, Ohio, June 22—(A5) 
—A first degree m urder indict­ 
ment today stood against Dr. 
Jam es H. Snook, dismissed Ohio 
State university p rofessor as he 
awaited trial for the confessed 
slaying of his co-ed p aramour, 
Theora Hix, 25 year old student 
of medicine. 
Snook’s attorneys announced 
they would not p erm it him to 
p lead guilty to the indictment, 
as he had indicated he would, 
forcing the state to p rep are for 
a trial by jury. County p rosecu­ 
tor John J. Chester Jr., consider­ 
ed requesting a sp ecial term of 
court for the trial, since county 
courts now are in the summer 
recess. 
Desp ite his w ritten confession 
th at he slew the girl in a jealous 
quarrel, Mrs. Snook today de­ 
clared she believed her 49 year 
old husband innocent, and as­ 
serted she would sup p ort him 
through the trial. 
“It is imp ossible for me to 
realize or believe th at Dr. Snook 
committed this crime,” the wife 
of the former p rofessor of veter­ 
inary said. “He could not have 
done such a thing. For seven 
vears he has been a thoughtful 
husband, and I will go to him as 
soon as I am p erm itted.” 
Snook adm itted after a 24 hour 
session with p olice and Prosecu­ 
tor Chester th at he slew the girl 
a week ago Thursday night on a 
lonely rifle range near here be­ 
cause she had threatened to kill 
his wife and two year old daugh­ 
ter if he took them out of town 
over the week end. He beat her 
into 
unconsciousness 
with 
a 
ham m er and then slit her throat 
with his p ocket knife “to end 
her suffering” he said. 
A p lea of temp orary derange­ 
m ent was under consideration by 
defense attorneys it was indi­ 
cated in their comments on the 
case. They also hinted at a p os­ 
sible defense p lea. Snood said in 
his confession th at the girl was 
reaching into her bag, where she 
sometimes carried a p istol, when 
she left his car iust before the 
slaying. The indictm ent sp ecifi­ 
cally charges p rem editated m ur­ 
der.

sets. 
The new station is part of the 
radio b eacon service estab lished 
b y the United States departm ent 
of commerce. It transm its only 
:he letters "A” and “N” in the 
international code so it will not 
provide much entertainm ent. 
The station will mean much, 
however, 
to 
aviators 
winging 
their way across the continent. 
The radio b eacon will enab le 
flyers whose planes are equipped 
with wireless to fly a b ee line 
course from airport to airport 
regardless of thick weather or 
b ad flying conditions. 
The radio b eacon is situated 
two miles west of this city. It 
will b e effective from the Toledo 
airport in Ohio to the Lansing 
Airport in Michigan. 
Later it 
will connect with a radio range 
b eing placed at Cicero Field, 
Chicago. 
Operating on a frequency of 
294 kilocycles the station will 
transm it the letters “A” and 
"N'\ the former b eing heard in 
the 
northwest 
and 
southeast 
quadrants and the latter in the 
northeast and southwest quad­ 
rants. 
Radio b eacons are already in 
operation b etween Toledo and 
New York. The b eacons will b e 
operated at any time on the re­ 
quest of pilots and will also b e 
operated whenever weather con­ 
ditions make it advisab le regard­ 
less of whether requests have 
b een received for its operation.

ing or neeaful rain in time o; 
drouth, some happy discovery 
t/hat 
enriches 
ones 
life—an 
these things b ring a natural dis­ 
position to thank someone. 
Ii 
may b e nothing more than a 
vague sense pf gratitude to the 
powers that b e, b ut it is an ex­ 
pression 
of 
m an’s 
optimism 
which is likely to b e the domin- 
and characteristic of m an except 
in times when the woes of lne 
assail him very acutely. 
Ha s a Definite Aim 
Intelligent; thanksgiving that 
springs irom the heart as an ex­ 
pression of devout religious feel­ 
ing differs from 
this natural 
spirit of thanksgiving only in tne 
iact that it is nominated b y in­ 
telligence and is definite in its 
direction. A mere glow of grati­ 
tude toward vague powers that 
affect one’s life 
is 
something 
very much less than the response 
of a thoughtful and intelligent 
personality toward some higher 
personality or spirit. 
This was the nature of the 
thankfulness expressed in the 
psalms, which were the great 
lyrical poems of hymns of the 
Heb rew race. The 
writers oi 
these psalms were conscious ot 
the fact that they were living in 
a spiritual universe. The power*- 
oi nature around them were per­ 
sonified, b ut only b ecause they

The heavens declared for them

They heard His voice in the

permanency of His presence in 
the b eauty of nature and in the 
various gifts of His providence 
for the maintainmence, preserva ­ 
tion and b lessing of hum an life. 
As such thankfulness of devout 
souls was a development from 
that general sense of gratitude 


a m an like Paul thankfulness was 
closely related with b oth faith 
and courage. As he b elieved that 
there was a divine will guiding 
his life he thanked God ever} 
when that life was shaped b y 
experiences of suffering and per­ 
secution. 
There is, of course, here in oui 
lesson the germ of this idea that 
God Js a father of loving Kind­ 
ness toward His children, who 
rewards them with pity and with 
love, whose chiding and angei 
are redemptive forces, and whose 
plans toward His children are ax. 
full of mercy and grace. The 
very phrases of this lesson are 
b eautiful, and no consideration 
or teaching of it will b e adequate 
tha t fails to take into account 
the b eauty of its figures. More 
than most lessons it needs con­ 
sideration sentence b y sentence 
to b ring out the full richness of 
its meaning. 
There is something rhythm i­ 
cally b eautiful in the psalm as a 
whole, and it is necessary as we 
read it to rememb er that it was 
a poem w ritten to b e sung or 
chanted. It would b e well as we 
read and consider it if we could 
attune our souls to the voices cf 
angelic choirs chanting this as 
the praise of God, and in praise 
of the right attitude of the hu­ 
m an heart.

The Race Betterment Fou ndation is seeking 
to org anize an eu g enics reg istry, where hu m an 
pedig rees mig ht be recorded with as mu ch care 
and exactness 
as anim al pedig rees 
are taken 
care of. 
* 
This is an idea th at has been playing with 
the attention of the race for a nu mber of years. 
Ever since people beg an to realize that some men 
are born into the world with inherited physical 
or mental defects which will handicap them for 
life, there has been ag itation for some sort of 
selective breeding that wou ld eliminate the oc­ 
cu rrence of su ch misfits and make the race as a 
whole healthier and wiser. 
It is probable, however, that it will be a long 
time before anything very definite is done along 
this line. 
In the first place, the principles of eu g enics 
cannot be applied to hu m an being s in the same 
way that they can be applied to a herd of cattle, 
for the simple reason that the ends desired are 
not the same. 
With livestock, all th at is wanted 
is bodily health; 
with hu m an being s, mental 
alertness may more than cou nterbalance physi­ 
cal defects. Steinmetz, for example, was physic­ 
ally a horrible example for any eu g enist; yet if 
the nation can produ ce one Steinmetz every ten 
years it will be lu cky. 
In the second place, there is the pplain fact 
that we do not now know q u ite enou g h abou t the 
variou s laws of heredity and inheritance to set 
u p a fair, workable code. Science still has a long 
way to g o before it can say definitely what part 
of a m an’s mental and physical make-u p is du e 
to heredity and what part is du e to environment 
and early training . 
And then, on top of those two thing s, there 
remains a third item — which may eventu ally 
prove the big g est stu mbling block of all. People 
still fall in love withou t any thou g ht of eu g enics. 
They probably always will; and leg islation that 
ru ns cou nter to'th a t tendency may have tou g h 
sledding .

COMMON SENSE ROAD BUILDING. 
The 
solu tion of the au tomobile 
accident 
problem is within the control of the people and 
state road bu ilding au thorities. 
Norrow pave­ 
ments, sharp u nbanked tu rns and worn and ru t­ 
ty su rfaces » take toll of thou sands of lives each 
year. 
Main hig hways shou ld be wide enou g h 
for several cars to pass. 


It is now necessary to bu ild secondary roads 
not only to relieve traffic on the main hig hway, 
bu t to g ive a fair distribu tion of road tax fu nds 
and to develop the back cou ntry. 
Secondary 
roads increase the valu e of farm land, pu t new 
life into 
smaller towns, relieve 
cong estion of 
traffic in the larg er centers by fu rnishing better 
distribu ting and marketing facilities and open­ 
ing 
new avenu es for traffic. 


Improvement of secondary roads can be ac­ 
complished at moderate 
expense throu g h the 
scientifis u se of asphaltic materials and road 
oils which can be u tilized to g ive a water proof 
su rface that eliminates mu d and du st. 
Each 
state probably needs 10 miles of secondary, or 
feeder roads to one mile of state hig hway if a 
road system is properly developed and tax fu nds 
eq u itably distribu ted.

The pros­ 
pective worker who g oes armed 
only with health, co.u rag e and ambi­ 
tion will meet the almost insu r­ 
mou ntable obstacle of native labor, 
accu stomed to the cou ntry and 
speaking the lang u ag e, working for 
from 50 cents to S2 a day. The cost 
for the same standard of. living 
ru ns from 50 to 85 per cent hig her 
in Sou tn America than in the city 
of Washing ton’ 
This covers the 
prospect of the u ntrained man who 
g oes down looking for a job. 
A certain small demand 
for 
you ng men of req u isite experience 
and q u alifications always exists 
among the many American com­ 
panies doing bu siness in Sou th 
America, bu t Eder advises that it 
behooves the applicant for su ch a 
position to obtain a satisfactory 
written contract before leaving the 
United States and to make su re 
that the company Is both re­ 
sponsible and fair to its personnel. 
No Chance fo r Unskilled 
If the prospective employe Is 
q u alified by experience or training 
for Latin-Ameriean employment he 
probably knows what firms are 
most likely to offer opportu nity; if 
he isn’t “there is no reason to be­ 
lieve that he will have any possi­ 
bility 
of 
su ccess.” 
Pu blications 
which mig ht offer su g g estions can 
be recommended by district and co­ 
operative Department of Commerce 
offices over the cou ntry. Sometimes 
Sou th American opportu nities ap­ 
pear in employment advertisements 
in New York newspapers.

The station 'will.-mean much, 


however, to aviators. winging 
hen- way across .-the continent. 
••he radio beacon will. enable 
flyers whose planes are equipped 
with wireless to fly a bee line 
:ourse from airport to airport 
jegardless of thick weather or 
bad .flying conditions. . 


The radio beacon is-situated 


two miles west of this city; -It 
will be effective from the Toledo 
airport hi Ohio to the Lansing 
Airport in Michigan. Later it 
will connect with a radio range 
being placed at. .Cicero Field, 
jhicago. 


Operating on '-a frequency of 


294 kilocycles the : station will 
;ransmit the letters "A;> and 
N", the former being heard in 
the northwest 
and 
southeast 


quadrants and the latter in the 
northeast and . southwest quad- 
rants. 


Radip beacons are already in 


operation between Toledo and 
New York. The beacons will be 
operated at any tune on the re-

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HUMAN PEDIGREES. 


The Race Betterment Foundation is seeking 


to organize an eugenics registry, where human 
pedigrees might be recorded with as much care 
and exactness as'animal pedigrees are taken 
care of. 
. "-••. 


This is an idea that has been playing with 


the attention of the race for a number of years. 
Ever since people began to realize that some men 
are born into'the world with inherited physical 
or mental defects which will handicap them for 
life, there has been agitation for some sort of 
selective breeding that would eliminate the oc- 
currence of such misfits and make the race as a 
whole healthier and wiser. 


It is probable, however, that it will be a long 


time before anything very definite is- done along 
this line. 


In the first place, the principles of eugenics 


cannot be applied to human beings in the same 
way that they can Jbe applied to a herd of cattle, 
for the simple reason that the ends-desired are 
not the same. With livestock, all" that is wanted 
is bodily health; with human beings, mental 
alertness may more than counterbalance physi- 
cal defects. Steinmetz, for example, was physic- 
ally a horrible example for any eugenist; yet if 
the nation can produce one Stchimetz every ten 
years it will be lucky. 


In the secona place, there is the pplain fact 


that we do not now know quite enough about the 
various laws of heredity and inheritance to set 
up a fair, workable code. Science still has a long 
way to go before it can say definitely what part 
of a man's mental and physical make-up is due 
to heredity and what part is due to environment 
and early training. 


And then, on top of those Ntwo things,-there 


remains a third item — which may eventually 
prove the biggest stumbling block of all. x People 
still fall in love without any^thought of eugenics. 
They probably always will; and legislation' that 
runs counter to'that tendency may have tough 
sledding.
